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ABSTRACT 


This paper is a provisional check list of Staphylinidae in Korea which the available 
synonyms for each species are arranged. In this paper, a total of 109 species belonging to 50 
genus under 13 subfamilies are listed. Among them, 32 species are reported for the first time 
from Korea. 


INTRODUCTION 


The staphylinids, or rove beetles are one of the largest constituents of coleopterans, and 
most serve as canivors with their predacious feeding habits though some act as scavengers with 
saprophagous habits on carrions, dung, or any other decaying matters, taking a wide variety 
of habitats. 

In often case, some are much beneficial in agriculture and their importance as one of useful 
agents of natural enemy in applicating biological control to agricultural or forest insect pests 
should be substantially recognized in Korea too, eventhough quite a few are harmful to public 
health as in case of Paederus fuscipes Cutis. 

Previous taxonomic work on this group in Korea is so limited and insufficient that we 
could not provide a basic reference for the insect pest management in this country. Prior to 
the present study only 77 species has been recorded correctly in Korea, but the authors found 
32 species hitherto unrecorded from Korea as a result, thus totally 109 species belonging to 50 
genus under 13 subfamilies are known to Korean fauna.
